The 
rapid  increase  of  population  end  the  lib¬ 
eral  plane  and  generous  improvements  in 
both,  and  especially  Montclair,  are  fast 
obliterating  the  visible  lines  of  demarca¬ 
tion  between  them. 

The  similarity  of  interest,  the  mutual 
sffluity  of  spirit,  the  oneness  of  aim,  the 
certainty  of  unperalelled  growth  in  the  im¬ 
mediate  future,  is  already  uniting  them  in 
fraternal  bonds  that  must  prove  indissolu¬ 
ble. 

With  this  feeling,  this  conviction  rather, 
it  is  of  the  gravest  importance  that 
we  devise  and  operate  such  means  as  may 
most  wisely  and  effectually  mould  and  di¬ 
rect  and  educate  the  elements  which  are  tc 
give  body  and  character  to  our  future  city 
here  in  its  moral,  social  snd  political  attri¬ 
butes. 

What  are  those  measures  ?  Beyond  doubt 
one  of  the  most  active,  effective  snd  potent 
of  them,  because  constantly  recurring,  in¬ 
cessantly  varied,  and  ever  permeating  the 
entire  community  with  which  it  is  in  living 
sympathy— is  the  newspaper.  Its  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  good  is  not  easily  overrated.  It 
operates  quietly,  like  the  gentle  dew,  often 
most  felt  snd  most  powerful  where  least 
seen  and  seldom  recognized.  Its  second¬ 
ary  influences  aw  no  less  effective.  A 
word,  a  paragraph,  an  idea,  settling  upon 
a  thoughtful  mind,  awakens  a  sentiment, 
starts  a  train  of  thought,  suggests  an  im¬ 
portant  Wheme  that  grows  in  value  and 
importance  as  it  develops  to  become  it¬ 
self  s  power  of  consequence  and  an  agency 
to  affect  all  the  interests  of  society. 

This  loads  us  to  the  point  which  we  have 
styled  at  the  head  of  this  article— the 
question  of  the  hour.

STATES  RIUHTS. 


It  has  become  ctmtomary  of  late,  in  some 
quarters  where  we  would  least  expect  it,  to 
speak  of  the  war  waga^  in  defence  of  our 
anion,  as  if  it  needed  au  aptAfiky.  While 
right  and  desiraMe  Mia  J  past  hate 
should  in 
yet  this  is  not  to 
^acknowledging  that 
right  on  its  side 
country  baa  escaped  a  great 
p^il ;  we  and  our  children  should  look  the 
matter  steady  in  the  face,  thank  God  for 
our  salvation,  and  guard  carefully  agajust 
a  similar  danger  in  the  future.  Our  Ship 
of  State  struck  on  dangerous  rocks,  from 
which  she  was  extricated  only  after  yeare 
of  toil,  expense,  suffering,  and  blood  ;  more 
than  one  generation  will  pass  before  its 
sorrows  will  be  forgot  too.  U  is,  then,  our 
duty  to  point  out  those  rocks,  to  set  a  bea¬ 
con  upon  them,  and  warn  mariners  of  their 
dangerous  character 

Slavery  was  not  the  only  or  chief  cause 
of  the  Rebellion.  Though  au  unutterable 
wrong,  a  gigantic  curse,  it  bred  a  monster,  mouths 
more  horrid  than  itself,  snd  called  its  off  “ 
spring  Stale  Bights,  meaning  State  Sover¬ 
eignly.  Were  it  now  dead  with  no  hope  of 
resurrection,  we  would  not  recall  its  name 
and  nature  ;  but  it  may  rise  again,  and  tbe 
coming  generation  ahonld  be  taught  to  re¬ 
gard  its  very  name  with  horror 
The  erroneous  doctrine  briefly  stated  is 
this:  “Tbe  Government  of  the  United 
States  consists  of  powers  delegated  to  it  by 
the  separate  States ;  but  each  State,  or 
any  number  of  States  may  at  any  time 
withdraw  from  the  confederation,  and  set 
np  a  separate  government  for  itself.” 

There  is  no  need  here  to  argue  that  ques¬ 
tion  ;  it  was  debated  for  years  in  the  Na¬ 
tional  Congreaa  ;  many  of  the  State  Legis¬ 
latures  discussed  it ,  the  Press 
weary  of  it ;  even  the  Palpit  ft  It  called  up¬ 
on  to  utter  its  voice  on  the  momentous 
question.  Finally  it  was  transferred  to 
upbuilding  of  every  national,  moral,  so-  the  battle  field  ;  and  after  the  bloodiest 
cial,  educational  and  political  interest  of  war  1)f  modem  Urnea,  it  was  settled  that 
Society.  »  is  aMlm  asms  Hme  an  organ  j  thc  Union  abuald  ^  pre!*rved.  To  bring 
a  ■*”  '  the  subject  again  before  the  nation  ;  to  ex¬ 

press  any  doubt  as  to  the  justice  of  the  re¬ 
sult,  is  to  excite  and  keep  alive  feeling 
that  may  bring  forth  tbe  same  bitter  fruit 
as  before. 

What  the  logical  result  of  such  teachings 
will  be,  if  fully  carried  out,  may  be  illus¬ 
trated  by  the  history  of  those  nations 
where  civil  war  brought  disunion  and  a)l 
its  dreadful  results.  Five  centnriee  before 
Obrist,  Oreece  had  Attained  its  highest  in¬ 
tellectual  development.  Its  philosophy, 
literatnro  and  art  hare  never  been  sur¬ 
passed  by  uninspired  men.  In  those  glor¬ 
ious  days,  Athens  had  reached  an  unrival¬ 
ed  position  among  tbe  nations  of  the  earth. 

Pericles,  the  prince  of  statesmen,  wisely 
foresaw  that  to  secure  what  Grecos  had' 
after  so  manj’Yges,  accomplished,  a  union 
of  all  the  H tales  must  he  formed  ;  that 
each  must  give  np  some  of  its  powers,  lo 
form  one  strong  nation,  where  each  port 
would  he  stronger  for  its  connection  with 
the  rest.  Thus  only  oould  she  continue 
steadily  to  develop  the  sciences  god  arts  to¬ 
ward  perfection,  assure  her  political 
strength,  and  snccesafnlly  defy  foreign  at¬ 
tack  Bnt  the  aristocratic  Htates  feared 
liberty  ;  while  Athens  and  her  sister  repub¬ 
lics  had  been  growing  stronger,  H porta

restraint  to  the  evil — a  harmoniser  and  an

NAMES  OP  OTIiECTS. 

Ik  an  early  number  of  thc  Gazette  we 
inquired  why  our  streets  were  not  named 
aud  urged  the  im|iortance  of  it  being  done. 
Our  brief  article  seems  to  have  attracted 
little  attention. 

As  we  deeui  it  of  material  consequence 
we  recur  to  it  agaiu.  Going  North  from 
the  Morris  aud  Eseex  lb-pot,  the  first 
crossing  is  at  Washiuulp*  y.-nggri*  which 
Wrole,  for

other  side  of  Bloomfield 
itver,  has  no  Dame  to 
y.  Perhaps  our  Town 
everybody  kuows  the 
name  of  that  street.  With  all  respect  to 
those  Sapient  Fathers,  our  conviction  is 
that  many  residents  of  Bloomfield  arc  at 
this  time  ignorant  of  the  proper  name  of 
that  Avenue  ;  aud  of  coarse  the  strangers 
visiting  our  town  cannot  know  it  uuless 
we  ascribe  to  them'  au  intuition  equal  to 
that  of  the  honorable  gentlemen  -compos¬ 
ing  the  town  board  aforesaid. 

Following  the  main  street  North,  which, 
by  the  way,  is  itself  wholly  destitute  of  any 
marks  of  identification,  we  reach  a  corner 
where  we  look  in  vain  for  tbe  Christian 
name  of  the  transverse  street  ;  neverthe¬ 
less,  we  understand  it  has  a  good  name 
promised,  and  when  the  time  arrives  for  it 
to  be  christened,  it  is  presumed  it  will  be 
••  Liubbtt.  "  This  name  forsooth  is  q 
pertinent,  since  all  tbe  vulgar  loafers  of 
oar  village  Lei  at  liberty  to  congregate  near 
this  corner  and  exercise  the  villain's  liberty 
of  insulting  ladies  by  the  vociferous  aud 
material  filth  ejected  from  their  nauseous 


The  next  crossing  is  at  a  lane  by  tbe 
Methodist  Church,  forming  a  connection 
with  some  other  unknown  or  unnamed 
street  {israllel  with  snd  west  of  Broad  Av¬ 
enue.  This  connective  street  has  no  name 
in  appearance  or  in  fact,  as  far  as  we  kno st.

authority.  What,  for  instance,  oould  be 
more  fitting  than  that  a  street  naming 
alongeidt  of  the  Canal  should  be  called 
Canal  Street  f  or  one  running  beside  tbe 
Kail  Road  should  be  known  as  Rail  Komi 
Avenue  7  Why  not  slab*  perpetuate  the 
names  of  our  older  inhabitants  by  attach¬ 
ing  these  venerated  names  to  our  streets, 
parks,  banks,  etc.  Where  is  our  Davie 
Street  ?  our  Dodd  Street  7  our  Baldwin 
Street  7  our  Morris  Street  7  our  Ward 
Street  7  our  Cwlntus  street  7  Ac. 

West  of  Broad  Avenue,  on  the  heights, 
we  notioed  several  new  howtos  going  up, 
though  we  did  not  learn  thc  names  of  the 
owners.  When  Ridgewood  Avenue  is  wid¬ 
ened  aud  extended,  0s  it  will  be  next  year, 
that  elevated  ridge  will  furnish  rnauy  at¬ 
tractive  sites  (or  residences,  commanding 
maguiAcent  views  South  and  East. 

Bloomfield,  North  End,  called  “  Morris 
Neighborhood,”  possessing  a  splendid 
water  power,  derived  from  tho  Morris  Ca¬ 
nal,  which  also  furnishes  ready  and  cheap 
transportation,  is  destined  to  become  au 
important  manufacturing  place  probably. 

At  present  tbe  Silver  Springs  paper  mill 
carries  ou  that  branch  of  manufacture  ex¬ 
tensively  ;  and  the  Potters  have  one  of  the 
best  Flooring  Mills  in  this  port  of  tbe 
State. 

Tbe  well  supplied  store  of  Mr.  Warren 
S.  Baldwin,  in  tbia neighborhood,  includes 
drygoods,  groceries,  shoes,  hardware,  coal, 
wood,  etc.,  to  supply  the  wants  of  its  large 
aud  increasing  population.  There  i*  a  tine 
brick  school-house  also,  and  a  pleasant 
Mission  Chapel.  With  these  elements  of 
a  complete  and  proafieroua  community,  we 
think  the  residents  of  the  neighborhood 
may  confidently  look  forward  to  a  future 
fall  of  promise.  The  roads  will  demand 
their  earliest  aud  most  generoas  attention, 
in  which  we  feel  confident  the  Town  Com¬ 
mittee  will  extend  their  official  sanction 
and  whatever  legal  aid  belongs  to  them  to 
render. 

We  cannot  end  this  walk  and  talk  with¬ 
out  raising  the  question  about  the  unde¬ 
fined  and  doubtful  name  of  our  principal 
main  street.  "The  Paterson  Road,”  “Pat¬ 
erson  Turnpike, "  “Muiu  Street,"  “  Broad 
Avenue,”  “Broad  Street,”  have  severally 
been  applied  to  it  so  frequently  that  it  is 
doubtful  if  it  would  respond  to  either 
by  opening  its  eyes  of  a  morning,  though 
it  should  be  sounded  long  and  loud  by  tbe 
combined  church  bells  of  the  village,  or 
even  by  the  “  morning  gong  ”  we  recently 
invoked.  We  are  quite  aare,  of  a  dozen 
inhabitants,  taken  at  random,  not  half  tbe 
number  .wonld  concur  in  asserting  its 
known  and  admitted  name. 

Therefore  we  feel  emboldened  to  propose 
au  entirely  new,  or  at  least,  as  far  as  we 
know,  an  mentioned  name  for  that  most 
beautiful  thoroughfare  in  oar  village  ;  a 
name  no  less  appropriate  thau  pleasing. 
What  say  yon,  fellow-citizens,  and  ladies 
particular,  shall  it  be — Csktbai,  Avenue  ?
